Miss Nettie J. Nelson, teacher the first term, This school, for 
number one is becoming quite smaall, the teacher was faithful and 
succeeded well in her efforts of governing and teaching while a very 
satisfactory improvement was made in the various studies pursued, 


The second term was taught by Mr. Frank T. Cheney, a teach- 
er of some experience. This term when first visited was very quiet: 
and orderly, the teacher manifesting a good degree of interest ‘for ac- 
curacy and thoroughness in the several studies, especially in gram- 
mar ; when visiting at the close, the school was found very much 
| reduced in numbers, but by the examination, there appeared to have 
been an excellent progress made by those who had availed them-
